1 , Parachute jumps *?ere made over the Stendal-Borstcl (IT 53/ 
Y 75) airfield the morning of 16 July 1950. Four parachut- 
ists jumped in rapid succession from a twin-engine plane 
which was flying slowly. The plane then landed and picked 
up four other parachutists. The training lasted two and a 
half hours. Local -residents said that this practice was 
done on other days when the weather was clear, A maximum 
of eight parachutists jumped at the same time. * 


2, Four turbo »jet planes with swept -back wings flew over the 
airfield about noon on 22 July and at 10:30 a.m. on 23 
July 1950, at an altitude of about 2.0CC meters. The sky 
was clear. There was flying with individual two- 3 eat ground 
attack aircraft and single-engine fighters with in-line 
engines during the afternoon of 22 July 1950. **
